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_ AVIATION’ NOTES. 
* [py “METEORITE” 


The first regular mail saroplane 
on the transcontinental route 
arrived in San Francisco from 
New York on tho evening of the 
Vth instant, three days after its 
departure from the Eastern 
Capital. A survey of the 
reographica! features af the route 
will bring a fuller comprebansion 
of" the extensive nature of the 
undertaking, for apart from the 
huge mileage figures represanted 
by the distance of the sarvice, it 
is pot all plain flying once the 
Mountainous regions comprising 
the Alleghanies and the Rockies 
and other ranges of the West are 
attempted. Now feats in which 
height recards have to be braken 
are on the schedule, and where the 
obvious, solution for the progress 
of the train is in the tunnel, the 
airman will have to be cantant 
with cHhmbing up into the clouds 
to get well above tha many soar- 
ing peaks which rise from these 
regions. Tho distance of the 
service entails the establishment 
of an extensive chain of serial 
Posts and expense for the United 
States Postal santhorities who 
father the scheme, bat it is in= 
teresting to. note that optimism 
prevails as to the business pos- 
sibilities of the enterprise. So 
with characteristic Yankee push, 
the flight was undertaken, and 
the service bas become an sc- 
complished fact.

Tn a recent speech the United 
States Postmaster General gave 
an interesting sccoun! of the 
inauguration of the serial post 
into the country, and revealed 
the financial succeas of the system 
which bas justified this present 
big extension of the aerial postal 
system of the States. In viow of 
this I could not help remarking 
on the gloomy note struck in the 
recent report of tha Committee 
on Civil Aviation appointed by 
the British Civil Aviation Depar:- 
ment to enquire into the possibili- 
ties of civil aviation. That body 
after some months of apparently 
serions effort came to the 
‘conclusion that the scheme was 
not a paying concern, and 
recommended that the sum of 
£125,000 be devoted to research

2D expense on the public is borne 
aut by the proposal wxreduce 
the present charge of halfa‘crown 
for eacb ounce of mail matrer to 
sixpence. The proprietors of this 
service can be depended upon to 
know their own business, and in 
this connection, it is all the more 
surprising that the Committee 
should be so misguided by one or 
two insignificant instances to 
form a report which only serves 
to give a totally fals> impression 
on the business possibilities of 
aviation.

Ihave received from the Aerial 
League of Amprica a voluminous 
batch of correspandenre and have 
gleaned therefrom some. detailed 
information on the parachute 
which is. destined to render 
the distressed airman tho 
same services which are 
given by the life.-buoy. As a 
matter of fect the invention is 
called the “ aerial life-buoy,” and 
judging from the report concern- 
ing it, the term is not far off the 
mark. The invention has been 
brought to state of perfection, 
and several tests conducted 
by daring sirmen from the 
aeroplane itself have justified 
the expectations which are 
formed of its serviceability in 
times of trouble. By ¢ mechanical 
atrangement the parachute is 
released at the moment the dive 
is meade, and control over the 
direction of its flight is obtained 
by pulling the numerous cords 
that bold She chute together.

MINARET.” 


The purple colouring of a 
Syrian twilight and against this 
background tha minarets and 
domes of the Holy City are 
outlined in strong relief; from 
the minaret the priest calls

Cynical, 
self-contained and exasparatingiy 
deliberate in his actions, Sir 
Leslie is an unpopular character, 
but the visitation of a wazk 
heart soon’ puts ean and to his 
troubled Hie. 

Another strong: character is 
Father Elsworthy, who proves 
himself to be the earthly guardian 
angel of Fabian. His decision in 
the affair of the erring young men 
is what one would expect a 
clergyman totske. He counsels

agains! bis passion, to avoid a 
destruction of Fabian’s career, 
and wes quite successiul in his 
ministrations. 

The members of the Bandman 
Company who acted in this play 
were m-st successful in their 
efforts to create the right 
atmosphere for the story.

. Sir,~I have been interested and 
also disappointed at tha frequency . 


with which reference is made in 


the Europaan press of the Far ~ 
East to tha sudject of servant © 


Registration, and, following on an 
editorial on the subject in your 
last night's issne, beg to paint ont 
what I think should be tha correct 
attitude of all progressively-mind- 
ed people towards the matter. 
First and foremost, Jet ua 
raslise that the day has gone by 
when any clssa of Iabour— 
Eastern ~-can ba tegimentated 
and controlled for tha benefit of 
employers. I maan that it is a 
totally undemocratic and absalate 
idea that servants of any class 
exist simply for the ministering 
ro the wants of their so-talled 
“batters.” They are free agents, 
privileged to work for whom 
they please, free to come and 
go just as you and me. What 
would the attitude of 
any reasonable man living at 
Homa if the suggestion were

made —thar— this great body of 


domestic servants in England 
were to be registered, were to be 
compelled io carry about licences 
and certificates; in other ‘words, 
were to be practically enslaved 
to the whims, predjudices and 
overbearances of their em- 
ployers? Would such a 
suggestion be tolerated for 
one moment? “And yet, becanse 
we Westerners in the East aro 
prone to ba blind to the fect that 
the quality of our servants de~ 
pends upon onr own dealings 
with them, there is seriously 
made the suggestion that our, 
domestics should ba made our 
labelled serfs, whose ability to 
earn a litelihood world hang 
on the caprice ofa former em- 
ployer. 

No, Sir the day for that kind 
of thing has gone. It is common 
snowledge that our Police 
Department issued “character 
books” to the employers of all 
motor car drivers, and employers 
were asked to record in these_ 
books the name of the driver, the 
date when he was engaged, the 
date of the engagement’s term- 
ination, the reason for the man’s 
leaving, and the nature of his 
cosduct. The books were issaed 
with a view to assisting employ- 
ers to select a driver, but I am 
bappr in the knowledge 
that tbe books 
almost 2 failure, employers 
refusing to keep them posted. 
Let us presume thst a employer 
bad to discharge his driver. There 
may have beep " cheeksneas™ or 
some other terribla offence. In 
the man’s book would probably 
be written something quite 
damaging to his futore ability to 
obtain employment. There's no- 
one to decids the rights sod 
wrongs of the case; the employer 
might easily have been s short- 
tempered, irritable, over-bearing 
individval. And tbe only resol: 
of it is that #® mano is 
denied his right to work. That 
is, tbe very kind of thing that 
would bappen under a registration 
system. Virtually, we should be 
placed in possession of a lien on 
ell our servants’ futures. Wo 
should get no better service (ban 
we get now, we should instil no 
more bonesty (there's a very high 
degree of that already), and wo 
should be creating a few moro 
yards of the very worst kind of 
Red Tape. 

People who talk glibly of ser- 
vant registration cannot bave 
thought of the effects of sucha 
system for ¢wo minutes. If 
Ceylon bas it, then we ought to 
pride ourselves thet we ares 
little better than our brothers 
down there. There are enough 
forces at work for the betterment 
of us all, without recourse to any
